REFRACTORY PATtSNT. 


Ohio Woman Suffered Great Agony 


From a Terrible Sore—Her Story of 
tho Case, and Her Cure.

inlKht. The details of the crime, which 
involved the death of a father, mother 
anil little girl, all Irom Mows of an ax in 
the hands, it is supposed, of a farmhand, 
are as yet BUbjec-t only to conjecture. 
Whether the fiend \\ho sent all three 
lives into elurnity dealt \\ith the man 
first and then with the helpless woman 
i« also a myFtery.

leads of the mother and c^'d, which 
\used death. Each had been dealt two 
leep blows which undoubtedly caused 
ilmost instant death. Not content \\ Uh 
his, the flon.d had thrown off the cloth- 
(nff of each and hacked at the lower part 
of the bodies of the victims. 


That the head of the household must 


iave met a similar fate seemed reason- 
able, and the men, leaving the first scene 
•>f butchery, began a search for the 
second which they felt sure they would 
=oon find. It did net take long to dis- 
•o%-er It. Upstairs in one of the cham- 
icrs lay the dead body of Mr. Newton, 
le, too. ccfvered with blood, with the 
same gaping wounds in the head. There 
>vas still 'one more member of the house- 
hold unaccounted for, and to his room, 
n the back part of the houe,e. went the 
men. 
Instead of finding another body, 


10 trace of the man who called himself 
Paul Miller could be found. The bed evi- 
dently had heen slept In at least for a 
short time. The only person who, If he 
vurvive<J, could tell of that scene of 
carnage was gone. The men at once ac- 
oepted tha theory that Miller must have 
heen the chief and only participant In the 
murder*. ( 


Two of the party drove to Brookfleld, 


0 distance of three miles, and soon Con- 
stables William Fenton and Edward 
li'ranquer were hurrying to the Newton 
farm. By the time these msn had ar- 
rived the entire community had been 
aroused and farmers were flocking: to the 
scene of the tragedy. Diligent search 
was at once begun for Miller, but no traca 
01' him ~<^uid ne found. Many person* 
.spent ihe night going from one place to 
another with inquiries after the missing 
fafmhand, but the only clue to hi* where- 
about* came from the very person* who

Dr. Norwood of Spencer, the medical 


examiner of the district, together with 
Dr. Baker of Worcester, the examiner 
for that district, appeared and at once 
began preparations for an autopsy upon 
^.11 three b<xli<?3. This was held In one of 
the chambers, and after some hours the 
physicians matk' their report to the offi- 
cers. All three of the victims, 
they 


stated, had met their death through the 
deep blows in the head. The Instrument 
was without doubt the bloody ax which 
had been found in the back bedroom. 
It was this same weapon that had in- 
flicted the deep gashes In the abdomen of 
Mrs. Newton and little Klsie, and no 
knife had been used, as was first thought. 
In the case of Mr. Newton, who the 
.physicians and the public think was 
killed first, the murderer had evidently 
attacked him in his bed and there his 
brains were beaten out. In fact the 
whole top of his head was almost a mass 
lOf jelly. There were r.o other wounds on 
his body, and death must have come very- 
soon. Tho bed in which lay the victim 
did not show the disorder as the one 
down stairs. 


The physicians were able to state that 


the murderer had confined himself to 
killing his victims and had not attempt- 
ed to violate their bodies. The bodies, 
except _for the wounds describe*!, \v^r- 
found to be In normal condition, and no 
bones were broken except in the little 
girl's hand. 


By the time the medical experts had 


finished theii labors the police had made 
a pretty Uic,Toug-h examination of the 
premises and had listened to nearly 
every one who had dealings with or 
knew anything about the Newtons or 
their hired man. While the Intent of the 
murderer had undoubtedly been rob- 
bery, it seemed as if he had been but 
meagrely rewarded for his efforts. On 
the chair by the bedside of Mr. Newton 
huiift his vi st, and in it was his gold 
waU-h. Jt was learned that omTuesday, 
•Newton went to Worcester to buy a 
horse, taking hie man, who drove to 
the depot in Brookfield. He did not 
,make the purchase, but he must have 
ihad a hundred or more dollars with him, 
•ami have brought it back that night. 


Not the least of inv startling events 


of the morning was the discovery that the 
lien.il had attempted to cover up traces 
of his crime by setting lire to the build- 
IIIR. In the shed adjoining the house 
wa.s a pili- of wood, which ha,d been 
thoroughly saturated \\ ith kerosene. The 
.can stood nwii by, \\hile a lamp, which 
apparently had been blown out by a 
dralt of wind.

ing. 


To say that the community is simply 


aghast at the butchery scarcely de- 
scribes the situation. It is 30 years si nee 
[anything rehembling a murder has oc- 
curred within the borders of the town, 
find the inhabitants seem hardly able 
to realize the awful tragedy. It was 
just after the war that a man named 
t>everger was murdered near the rail- 
road tracks, but since then no crime has 
blackened the town records. 


Among the first arrivals Monday morn- 


Ing were the relatives of Mrs, Newton 
from North Urooktleld, but up to th9 
present time no on.e aeenin to know of 
any family connection of Mr. Newton, 
It was learned that he came to Brook J 
field only a few years ago, Ws former 
.home being in Hartford, where he kept 
a bakery. The Newton home Is an un- 
pretentious bulldinp situated on what ia 
known as the Sturbrldge road, which is 
the regular route between Brookfield 
and that town. It is but little traveled, 
and the different houses along the road 
are a considerable distance apart. 


The selectmen of the town discussed 


the matter of a reward, and came to the 
conclusion to combine the town reward 
with that which the state will offer. 


LOOKS LIKE MILLER.
